Argonne section trying to keep up 
with the (lermans. It was raining 
night and day and the mud from al)OUI 
four to ten Inches deep in most all 
the roads. 

The retreating Germans had blown 
up lots of the bridges and roads hut 
the American engineers soon built 
bridges and It did not interfere with 
the advance as much as the O^rmans 
probably expected . 

Apparently they took nothing but 
tliemselve.s as tlic,\- wt-tii and some of 
them were not lui'kv "i ■ I'rh to take 
themselves even froin wliat we coulil 
see as we went along. 

They left iM kinds of machine guns 
rifli's ;ind U1..1. and worlds of am- 
munition w;:i:iin8, trucks, etc. 

We saw 11- Tiost enemy towns and 
villanes we luisaed through French 
women ami children and old men who 
had been held as priaoneis by the c.er- 
mans since 1814. Most all of them 
seeme dllke they had bebn turned out 
of prison. 

I was in the trenches In the Vos- 
ges mountains In Alsace the first of 
September.
